Hurdles Loom In Path Of Hiram Scott's Use

Although the University of Nebraska "has 


been encouraged by its first round of investiga- 
tions on possible use of the former Hiram 
Scott College, the university still has several 
hurdles to jump before establishment of a pro- 
gram there becomes a reality. 


And, not the least of those hurdles, 
is 


the matter of attracting funds sufficient to 
operate a rural health education center or some 
other unique educational program at the site 
of the now-defunct Scottsbluff institution. 


A report handed to members of the NU 


Board of Regents at a weekend meeting said, 
for example, that the annual operating expense 
for the education program in the first year 
would be $naO,OOC "with some minimal return 
from tuition payments." 


It went on to say that the $650.000 figure 


might double or triple if all the programs 
suggested were developed over the first five 
years of operations. 


While a rural health education program 


seemed to take top priority among the programs 
suggested, the report given the board by NU 
Executive Vice President Howard R. Neville 
also mentioned possible programs in agriculture 
and rural development and continuing education 
programs in -'agriculture, business, education 
and in many other fields centered in the western 
part of the state." 


The report also estimated a one-time 


renovation cost of $250.000 to $350.000 for "bring- 
ing the faculty up to an operating standard," and 
annual maintenance and related costs of another 
$190.000. 


"A first-year appropriation of approximately 


88-40,000 should make it possible to renovate 
most of the property, pay for the operating 
costs, carry out the program planning functions, 
and perhaps begin some of the educational 
programs themselves." the report said.

education center concept, cautioned that the 
university would have to insist that any sae 
funds appropriated for that purpose be con- 
sidered "new" 
monies, not funds subtracted 


from current university operating expenses or 
from anticipated increases for current operations 
in Omaha and Lincoln. 


Sparks' sentiment was echoed by NU-Lin- 


coln Chancellor James Zumberge, who has 
hinted on several occasions that merger of the 
former University of Omaha into the state 
university has cut into the Lincoln campuses 
appropriations potential. 


The Lincoln campuses' increase in the cur- 


rent year was less than the S840.000 first-jear 
operating and start-up costs for a program 
at Hiram Scott. 


Another of the problems to be solved is 


the one attached to the nine dormitory-dining 
hall buildings on the Hiram Scott campus. 


The National Bank of Commerce, trustee 


for the bonds, has apparently told NU the 
facilities could be purchased at a foreclosure 
sale for a "small fraction" of the $4.3 million 
debt. 


At as little as five cents on the dollar, 


however, that cost would still top $200.000. 


Also to be settled, presumably before pro- 


gramming potential can be nailed down, is 
whether the National Institutes of Health might 
invest in the project and how other states might 
be included in financing the programs. 


NIH had indicated a "preliminary interest," 


university officials said, in a regional health 
education conter concept, and Wyoming Gov. 
Stan Hathaway has expressed an interest in 
the rural health proposal. 


Just no*v Wyoming and other states in the 


region might be involved in financing remains 
to be detailed. 


Presumably, other states could enter in*o 


a tuition payment agreement similar to the 
ones Nebraska has for veterinary medical pro- 
grams. 


If other states are to be involved in financial 


support, the tasks ahead in Nebraska and other 
states will include convincing legislators in the 
several states that a program at Hiram Scott 
would be a sound investment. 


How qu.:kly solutions to the various prob- 


lems will uovelop remains to be seen. The 
NU Board of Regents asked for monthly reports 
on the matter. 


If the goal becomes a program start at 


Hiram Scott in the 
1973-74 fiscal year, the 


university will have about six months to finalize 
enough details to secure legislation before the 
1973 Nebraska Legislature adjourns.

Two 
Apollo 
17 
explorers 


stepped onto a boulder-strewn 
moon valley Monday and Har- 
rison 
H. Schmitt. 
the first 


scientist in space, called it ''a 
geologist's paradise." 


Schmitt a n d commander 


Eugene A. Cernan immediately 
began a scientific quest, using 
Schmitt's trained geologist's 
eye to seek missing links in 
lunar history. His experience 
is expected to produce the 
most meaningful lunar data 
yet en what may be man's 
last visit to the moon in the 
20th century. 


As Cernan planted his size 


9 boot in the dusty soil, he 
remarked: "I'd l i k e 
to 


dedicate the first step of Apollo 
17 to all those who made it 
possible." 


'It's Beautiful' 


He was logged on the valley 


floor at 6:05 p.m. CST, about 
four 
hours 
after 
he 
and 


Schmitt made a perfect lan- 
ding in the valley. Schmitt 
followed him down the ladder 
five minutes later and tx- 
claimed: "God, it's beautiful 
out here." 


They immediately unloaded 


their moon car, activated it 
and after giving it a test drive, 
Cernan reported: "Challenger's 
baby is on the road.'1 


"Don't 
run over m e , ' ' 


Schmitt laughed. 


An hour after they were on 


the surface, they activated a 
television 
camera 
w h i c h 


relayed 
to Mission Control 


spectacular color pictures of 
the stark beauty of Taurus- 
Littrow. 


Old Glory Planted 


Controlled by the ground, the 


ramera focused on the two 
astronauts as they planted the 
American flag. 


"This has got to be one of 


the most proud moments of 
my life, I guarantee 
you," 


space veteran Cernan said. 


"I don't know how many of 


\ou know this," he added, "but 
this flag has flown in (Mission 
Corrtrol) since Apollo 11. We 
very proudly deploy it on the 
moon to stay for as long as 
it can in honor of all those 
people who have worked so 
hard to put us and ever crew 
here and' to make the U.S. 
and mankind something dif- 
ferent than it was." 


'Oh Bury Me Not . . .' 


They went about the business 


of exploring with great ex- 
uberance, 
with 
Cernan oc- 


casionally humming "dum de 
dum dum" and once singing 
"Oh bury me not on the lone 
prairie." 


As Schmitt skipped off to 


implant scientific instruments 
some 300 feet from Challenger, 
he sang out "We're off to see 
the wizard." 


Both 
had 
initial troubles 


walking on the slippery, glass- 
like dust and each suffered a 
tumble. 


"I just got my first initiation 


at getting very dirty." Schmitt 
said jokingly as he tumbled 
while reaching for a rock that 
struck his fancy. "I haven't 
learned to pick up rocks, which 


is very embarrassing for a 
geologist. 
I 
look 
like 
an 


elephant 
stumbling r o u n d 


here." 


At the valley called Taurus- 


Littrow. they hope to find very 
ycung rocks and very ancient 
ones that might date back to 
the birth of the moon 4.6 billion 
years ago. 


Exuberance Obvious 


Schmitt's 
exuberance 
a t 


realizing a personal dream 
was evident shortly after lan- 
ding when he exclaimed: "This 
is the majestic moment of my 
life." 


The llth and 12th men to 


walk in the ancient dust of 
the 
moon descended to the 


surface just over four hours 
after they made one of the 
most accurate landings on the 
moon, guiding their lunar ship 
Challenger on a long, gliding 
swoop over mile-high moun- 
tains. 


They touched down within 


300 
feet 
of 
their 
precise 


target. 


On alighting, Cernan glanced 


around 
at the b r i l l i a n t 


panorama of m o u n t a i ns , 
valleys, craters and rilles and 
remarked: "Oh, my golly. It's 
unbelievable out here. But is 
it 
ever 
bright 
in 
t h e 


sunlight." 


After surveying Challenger, 


he reported: "We land-ed in 
a very shallow depression, like 
a dinner plate. That's why 
we're slightly tilted. I don't 
think there's any place around 
here where you wouldn't have 
one foot in a crater."

HEW 
Secrctar \ -designate Casper Weinberger — known as "Cap the 
Knife" when he was director of the Office of Management 
sr.d Budget — is charged with cutting back on the grandiose 
social programs and bleediJng heart personnel empires of the 
Federal Health. Education and Welfare Complex. And HUD 
Secretary-designate James Lynn, a topflight Ohio lawyer, has 
been told to clean up th,- web of corrupt and unsuccessful 
Great Society housing subsidy and loan grograms enacted during 
the sixties. 


Since this adds up to an unprecedented cabinet turnover 


and a considerable W'nite House determination to "shape up" 
a previously out-of-control federal establishment, why are the 
administration's actions being played down with so much talk 
of a "meaningless shuffle"? The reason for Washington cynicism, 
1 think, is that the administration propagandized a more thorough 
reorganisation than it actually produced. 


From the President himself, we heard promises that new 


talent would be brought into the government, and that power 
was going to be shifted away from the White House and 
back to the cabinet. This has not occurred, and observers 


' who sensed a White House power grab have been substantially 
justified. 


Bleed: Minimal infusion of new talent is one of the 


major 
shortcomings of the cabinet upheaved- 
Richardson, 


Weinberger and Lynn, for exa.mple, are all senior officials 
changing to other jobs. Neither Richardson nor Lynn was 
reportedly anxious to shift, but orders from the White House 
high command arc just that, orders. As for the outsiders 
' entering 'the cabinet, the two most notable — Labor Secretary- 
designate Peter Breranan and Commerce Secretary-designate 
Frederick Dent — are men picked to fill "southern" and "blue- 
collar" political! seats, and they are not likely to have much 
"insider" influence. Post-election emphasis has been on shifting 
proven loyalists rather than on recruiting intellectual talent. 
In turn, talent tends to shun the administration.

Caibinst Power: There are just too few .powerful people 


in the cabinet who can exercise important independent power. 
Treasury Secretary George Shultz, who enjoys a close personnal 
relationship with 'the President, is probably the only truly in- 
fluential cabinet officer. The others are either just-pickedi or 
just-promoted fledglings (like Weinberger. Lynn, Dent, Brennan, 
etc ) or holdover officials of anticipated short tenure or limited 
clout (Kleindienst, Rogers. Agriculture Secretary Rutz, Interior 
Secretary Morton, etc.). Far 
fom being picked as a body 


to wield new power, they were selected with the idea of 
yielding even more policy-making power to the White House. 


Some good things may come of this reorganization, reshuffl- 


ing or whatever. But even to many Republicans and con- 
servatives who wish the administration well, it smacks too 
much of a power grab.

Crackdowns Ordered 


State and local authorities have announced 


in the past few days that they will crack 
down on two existing abuses. 


We applaud the decision of the state 


Department of Motor Vehicles to catch up 
with those auto inspection station operators 
who are not living up to the spirit of 
Nebraska's motor vehicle inspection program. 
The department said it will crack down not 
only on the "sticker-slappers," who issue an 
automobile inspection sticker regardless of 
obvious defects, but also the mechanic who 
claims certain parts need to be replaced when 
they are actually in good condition. Abuses 
of both types are common. 


The inspection program was designed to 


keep unsafe vehicles off the road and thus 
cut down on the possibility of accidents. It 
would be hard enough to evaluate the success 
of the program under ideal conditions, but 
there really is no hope at all for the program 
to work if the spirit of the law is ignored 
and unsafe vehicles are passed through in- 
spection. And, on the other hand, the state 
did not intend to line the pockets of mechanics 
by giving them license to make unneeded re- 
pairs. 


An effort to make a potentially beneficial 


program work as it was intended is one 


type of crackdown hat is commendable. 


We are perplexed, however, by the Omaha 


and Lincoin Police Departments' interest in 
enforcing one interpretation of state gambling 
statutes which h o l d s that playing pinball 
machines which award free games constitutes 
gambling. 


Following Omaha's lead and after confer- 


ring with Lancaster County Attorney Paul 
Douglas, the Lincoln Police Department said 
last week that persons continuing to operate 
pinball inachiness which award free games 
for high scores will be subject to arrest. 
Penalties for operators are a fine of not less 
than $300 or exceeding $500 or up to two 
years in the Nebraska Penal Complex. 


Granting that there are many laws on 


the books that are not enforced, the police 
dependent still can't be faulted for enforcing 
a law, or an interpretation of a law. But 
the law is ridiculous. Pinball machines which 
award free games are not offensive to the 
public's health, safety or morals. The law—or 
interpretation of it—itself is offensive and 
should be changed. It is just another example 
of the unnecessary interference of government 
in private lives. 


Any time spent cracking down on pinball 


machine operators is a waste.

But the President was right about one thing 
and that is that it is probably better that 
the party chairmanship is not a moonlighting 
job.

his term by serving notice he will try to 
run the party organization as an independent, 
beholden to no faction and that he places 
a high premium on party loyalty — which 
also means loyalty to the 1972 presidential 
ticket during the campaign.

Watershed Lake Problems 
Reviewed By Dr. Hammer

The manmade lakes sur- 


rounding Lincoln in the Salt 
Valley watershed will probably 
never be suitable for swim- 
ming, water skiing or any 
recreation involving body con- 
tact with the water, according 
to Dr. Mark J. Hammer. 


The University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln civil engineering pro- 
fessor 
told 
the L i n c o l n 


Blnestem Group of the Sierra 
Club Monday evening how the 
process 
o f 
eutrophication 


upsets the balance of lake 
ecosystems. 


Dr. Hammer and a UNL 


zoology professor, Dr. Gary 
Hergenrader, have been study- 
ing the effects of eutrophica- 
tion — rapid aging because of 
oxygen loss and heavy algae 
growth — in five lakes sur- 
rounding Lincoln. 


Dr. Hammer 
distinguished 


that process from a geologist's 
point of view (the filling of 
a lake) and a lirnnologist's 
(excessive growth of algae). 
He said his 'basic concern is 
with water quality and secon- 
darily with recreation. 


He decribed reservoirs as 


two types — turbid,, or muddy 
and murky, and clear. A good 
example of a turbid reservoir, 
he said, is Holmes Lake in 
Lincoln. But he said it is 
"much better brown than lush 
green and odorous" because 
of the family recreation it can 
provide.

ing lake pollutants, he said,

Midget Football Response 


Turning today's space over to Midget Football interests 


responding 
to a father's labeling practice sessions of his 


son's team as being "like a Marine boot camp:" 


Coaches John Sheaf and Mike Fisher of the Elks team 


in the Class D League, which apparently 
was the team 


referred to, write, "We contacted Mr. Lodwig (the father) 
and were informed that he had been quoted correctly but 
not in entirety. 


"He told us that in the letter he stated the reason they 


resembled Marine boot camp is the organization of the pro- 
gram, not the tyrannical regimentation you led your readers 
to believe. 


"In the best interest of the program and journalism, 


contact the boys involved. Isn't first hand and recent informa- 
tion the best? Secondly, you stated Midget footballers should 
play because they enjoy playing and not for the recognition. 
We agree that the enjoyment is extremely important, but 
acknowledgment of one's accomplishments is not a unique 
desire if someone is proud of what they do. 


"Next week, write your column without a byline, after 


all, recognition isn't really important if you are proud of 
your work or not." 


John and Mike — We think that had you been able 


to divorce yourselves personally from the situation, you would 
have seen that our comments were not an indictment of 
Midget Football, nor a blanket indictment of youth programs. 
Our comments were intended as a blanket indictment of 
parents, who try to use their youngsters' achievements in 
athletics as a personal ego-booster. Most people, who discussed 
those comments with us, took them in that vein. As an 
example of how overzealous some parents can be, a few 
years ago, a father of a pitcher in the American Legion's 
Midget Baseball program would call the newspaper 
after 


each game in which his son pitched to find out what we 
were going to write about that son. On a night when the 
son pitched a no-hitter, the father called and advised us, 
"I'd 
appreciate it if you'd run his picture and give him 


a big story because it means a lot to me." 


From The Father 


Coming back with another explanation is the father, Jerry 


Lodwig of 2801 No. 57th, who charges, "I did not intend 
the letter to be a letter to the editor, but what I thought 
a sportswriter 
might find an interesting story. The only 


criticism I had was the failure of the Star to carry the 
scores of the class C and D teams while reporting on the 
class A and B teams 


"My complaint is that you took one statement from this 


complimentary letter and wrote a damaging paragraph on 
it. I admit the statement was a general one. You stated 
in the article that you were lost by the statement. This 
being so, you had no reason to fill your column with your 
interpretation of the statement without contacting me to see 
just what I mean. 


"You evidently went through a different Marine boot camp 


than I. My reference to boot camp pertained to the discipline, 
efficiency and teamwork which prevailed 
at the practice 


sessions. You use the word regimentation. I made no reference 
to regimentation in my letter." 


Mr. Lodwig — We referred to your letter as a typical 


one from doting parents and that it was. We recall at leas* 
three phone calls during the fall regarding the carrying of 
scores ou the Class C and D games and in each case 
explained very carefully the procedure to follow to accomplish 
that desired goal but the procedure obviously was never 
followed. As to what the term Marine boot camp connotes, 
we'll leave that up to the minds of our readers, but after 
discussing the situation personally with the two coaches involv- 
ed, we think you used a very poor choice of words. 


No Boot Camp? 


Eldon Wooters of 853 So 45th writes to defend the two 


midget football coaches. Says Wooters: "I personally know 
the two "D" team coaches whom I feel you maligned in 
your column They arc "great guys" who have donated 80 
hours to Midget Football this year. I am certain that these 
men would gladly supply you a team roster if you would 
care to check with their bo>s in reference to your implied 
mistreatment and harrassment 


"I believe the Midget Football Program in Lincoln is 


good. While I agree that over 125 boys, operating in small 
units, under control, probably resembles a boot camp. I 
can assure you that we do make an honest effort to teach 
football, hard work, discipline, fair play, sportsmanship and 
a winning attitude. 


"When are boys to learn that life owes them nothing, 


that rewards are earned, not guaranteed and that maybe 
it's better to strive for the best than to expect the best 
to regress to a lower level of effort 


"If these ideas are wrong, then I have coached seven 


years with a deluded sense of values, or maybe I'm just 
old fashioned 
We have never told our boys that they had 


to win, but we certainly expect them to try." 


Eldon — It was not I, who referred to the practice 


sessions as a boot camp. Since you have an unlisted phone 
number and since despite \our having been in the city 
for seven years, you are not listed in' the City Directory, 
we were unable to contact you. but it's still our contention, 
however, that a midget football field is not the place for 
a 9, 10 or 11-year-old boy to be taught the hard facts of 
life as you outline them.

New York" (UPI) — Johny Rodgers, 


the 
super-charged 
battery 
that 
sparked 


Nebraska's 
powerful offense Monday was 


named both the United Press Internationals 
Player and Back of The Year for the 1972 
college football season. 


The dual award came only one week 


after Rodgers, the greatest all-purpose of- 
fensive player in college football history, was 
named winner 
of the 1972 H e i s m a n 


Trophy. 


Rodgers, who will close out his varsity 


career when Nebraska meets Notre Dame 
on New Year's Night in the Orange Bowl, 
scored 17 touchdowns for the ninth ranked 
Cornhuskers this season. Eight of the TDs 
came on pass receptions, seven by rushing 
and two on punt returns. 


Rodgers was named on 125 of the 231 


ballots cast by sportswriters and broadcasters 
across the country in the voting for Player 
of the Year, easily beating out teammate 
Rich Glover for the honor. 


Glover, who received 45 votes, played 


at middle guard and was the bulwark of 
the Nebraska defense which ranked fourth 
in the nation overall and fourth in points 
allowed. 


Halfback Greg Pruitt of Oklahoma, who 


finished second to Rodgers m the Heisman 
balloting, was third with 32 votes. Pruitt 
also was runner-up for the Back of The 
Year award, gaming 77 votes compared to 
90 for Rodgers. 


Brad Van Pelt, the all-American safety 


for Michigan State, wound up fourth with 


17 votes for Player of The Year and third 
with 31 ballots for Back of The Year. 


Rodgers, a 5-foot-9, 173-pound senior, was 


employed as a rusher, pass receiver and 
runback specialist by coach Bob Devaney. 
In leading the Cornhuskers to an 8-2-1 record 
this year, Rodgers gained a total of 2,011 
yards in the all-purpose category. He rushed 
for 267 yards, caught 55 passes for 942 yards, 
averaged 15.8 yards per punt return, 16.7 
yards for each kickoff return and scored 
a total of 102 points. 


Rodgers' three year all-purpose offensive 


totals rank as the best ever compiled by 
a major college player. He gained 5.586 
yards, an average of 164.3 a game, during 
his varsity career and scored 45 touchdowns 
His greatness can be attested by the fact 
he scored one touchdown for everv nine times
